ELECTORAL  COLLEGE 

OF  THE 

STATE  OF  NEW  YORK 
JANUARY  10,  1921 

AS  a  final  chapter  in  the  history  of  the  1920  presidential 
I  \  elections  and  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  New  York 
State  Electoral  College  in  Albany,  on  January  10, 
1921,  Warren  Gamaliel  Harding,  of  Ohio,  and  Calvin 
Coolidge,  of  Massachusetts,  were  formally  declared  on  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1921,  by  Congress,  to  have  been  elected  President 
and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 

This  final  scene  was  enacted  in  the  chamber  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  with  the  Democratic  Vice-President,  Thomas 
R.  Marshall,  presiding.  The  electoral  votes  which  had  been 
cast  by  the  electors  in  the  various  states  for  the  candidates,  were 
canvassed  with  all  the  solemnity  and  formality  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution. 

Two  polished  mahogany  boxes,  inlaid  with  rosewood  and 
hollywood,  containing  the  official  ballots,  cast  by  the  electors 
of  the  48  states,  were  dumb  actors  in  this  drama  of  democratic 
government,  as  they  rested  on  the  Vice-President's  desk. 

In  alphabetical  order,  beginning  with  Alabama,  the  returns, 
in  large  envelopes  covered  with  seals,  were  opened  one  by  one 
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by  the  Vice-President  and  then  handed  to  the  Senate  and  House 
tellers,  one  Republican  and  one  Democrat,  representing  each 
body  —  and  read  to  the  assemblage  and  duly  recorded. 

As  the  last  of  these  was  read,  Vice-President  Marshall 
officially  announced  that  Mr.  Harding  had  been  chosen  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  and  Mr.  Coohdge,  Vice-President. 

The  joint  session  of  the  Congress  had  been  ordered  through 
a  resolution  previously  introduced  in  each  house.  At  one  o'clock, 
on  the  afternoon  of  February  9,  two  Senate  pages,  carrying  the 
ballot  boxes,  preceded  the  Members  of  the  Senate  to  the  house 
chamber,  where  they  were  announced  with  ceremony,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives  rising  as  the  senatorial 
party  entered. 

As  prescribed  by  law,  the  Vice-President  took  charge  of  the 
session,  Speaker  Gillett  being  seated  at  his  left. 

In  opening  the  ceremonies,  the  Vice-President  made  the  usual 
warning  against  demonstrations  by  the  spectators,  a  warning 
which  has  always  been  honored  in  the  breach  until  the  galleries 
lost  their  enthusiasm  under  the  verbal  procession  of  formal 
announcements  by  the  tellers. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  New  York  state,  women 
participated  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Electoral  College  of  1921, 
Mrs.  Virginia  M.  Bacon,  of  Westbury,  Long  Island,  having 
been  honored  in  being  chosen  as  one  of  the  two  electors-at-large 
in  this  state,  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Pratt,  Mrs.  Samuel  S.  Koenig  and 
Miss  Mathilde  Schaefer,  all  of  New  York,  having  been  chosen 
as  electors.  Mrs.  Bacon  was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting,  how- 
ever, and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D.  Miller,  wife  of  His  Excellency, 
the  Governor  of  New  York  State,  Nathan  L.  Miller,  was 
selected  by  the  other  electors  to  serve  in  Mrs.  Bacon's  place. 

Foil  owing  the  usual  custom,  the  New  York  State  Electoral 
College  met  in  the  Senate  Chamber  at  12  o'clock  noon,  when 
Secretary  of  State  John  J.  Lyons,  of  New  York,  in  a  short 
speech,  welcomed  the  members  of  the  College,  calling  attention 
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to  the  important  place  which  New  York  State  occupies  by 
reason  of  its  large  number  of  electors. 

The  election  of  Mrs.  Miller  as  a  member  of  the  College  fol- 
lowed a  resolution  by  Mrs.  Koenig  and  seconded  by  Jerome  B. 
Hadsell,  Mrs.  Miller  being  escorted  to  her  seat  by  the  Governor's 
Military  Secretary,  Major  Ranulf  Compton,  the  members  of  the 
College  applauding  as  Mrs.  Miller  entered  the  room. 

In  the  organization  and  proceedings  of  the  College,  Mrs. 
Koenig  was  honored  by  being  chosen  as  one  of  the  two  per- 
manent secretaries,  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Pratt  being  selected  as  one  of 
the  temporary  secretaries,  while  Mrs.  Miller  was  named  as  one 
of  three  messengers  carrying  the  results  of  the  vote  to  the  post- 
office,  Miss  Schaefer  having  been  named  as  a  teller,  together 
with  Mr.  Hadsell  and  Herbert  E.  Crouch. 

Following  an  hour's  session,  the  College  adjourned  shortly 
after  1  o'clock,  when  the  members,  together  with  Secretary  of 
State  and  Mrs.  John  J.  Lyons,  and  a  few  others,  became  the 
guests  at  a  luncheon  given  by  Governor  and  Mrs.  Miller  at  the 
Executive  Mansion.  The  afternoon's  session  got  under  way 
shortly  after  3  o'clock,  concluding  an  hour  or  so  later. 

The  history  of  the  Electoral  College,  dating  far  back,  is  an 
interesting  one.  The  original  plan  of  choosing  a  President  and 
a  Vice-President  was  the  result  of  an  effort  to  satisfy  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Constitutional  Convention  from  the  smaller  states. 
They  were  afraid  that  Virginia,  Massachusetts  and  Pennsyl- 
vania would  combine  to  control  the  election  of  the  national 
executive  officers.  If  the  presidential  electors  voted  for  two 
persons  without  naming  the  person  voted  for  as  President,  and 
the  person  voted  for  a  Vice-President,  the  smaller  states  might 
still  be  able  to  prevent  any  candidate  from  getting  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed. 

This  would  throw  the  choice  of  President  into  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  Congress,  where  the  vote  would  be  taken  by 
states,  the  representatives  of  each  state  having  one  vote  between 
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them.  In  other  words,  the  small  states  by  joining  forces  always 
would  be  able  to  gain  an  equal  voice  in  presidential  elections. 

The  method  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  makers  worked 
satisfactorily  in  the  elections  of  1  788  and  1  792,  because  all  the 
electors  voted  for  George  Washington,  who  thus  was  chosen 
President.  John  Adams,  receiving  on  each  occasion,  the  next 
highest  number  of  electoral  votes,  was  chosen  Vice-President. 
At  the  election  of  1  796,  John  Adams  received  the  highest  num- 
ber of  electoral  votes,  and  Thomas  Jefferson,  who  came  next, 
was  chosen  Vice-President. 

But  in  1800,  there  were  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  electors, 
and  two  candidates,  Jefferson  and  Burr,  each  receiving  73  votes, 
a  majority  of  all  the  electors.  There  being  no  majority  for  any 
person,  the  choice  had  to  be  made  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. At  that  time  there  were  sixteen  states.  At  first  eight 
of  these  voted  for  Jefferson,  six  for  Burr  and  two  were  divided. 
A  majority  vote  of  the  states  being  necessary,  the  deadlock  con- 
tinued until  the  thirty-sixth  ballot,  when  Jefferson  was  chosen. 

The  defect  in  the  Constitutional  method  of  choosing  the 
President  and  Vice-President,  revealed  in  the  election  of  1  800, 
led  to  the  preparation  of  the  Twelfth  Amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution, which  was  ratified  in  September,  1804,  just  in  time  for 
use  in  the  presidential  election  of  that  year. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Twelfth  Amendment,  only  one  dis- 
puted presidential  election  has  occurred,  the  Hayes-Tilden 
election  of  1876.  The  point  then  in  dispute  involved,  not  the 
method  laid  down  in  this  amendment,  but  the  way  in  which  the 
popular  vote  had  been  counted  in  certain  states. 

Unci  er  an  Act  of  Congress  of  February  3,  1887,  the  electors 
of  each  state  are  required  to  meet  on  the  second  Monday  in 
January,  "  at  such  place  in  each  state  as  the  Legislature  of  such 
state  shall  direct."  No  provision  is  made  against  the  chance 
that  the  electors  might  not  be  able  to  reach  the  appointed  place 
on  time.    Back  in  1856,  the  electors  of  Wisconsin  were  detained 
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by  a  blizzard,  and  were  unable  to  reach  the  State  Capitol  until 
the  day  after  their  votes  should  have  been  cast.  It  so  happened, 
however,  that  the  votes  from  this  state  had  no  material  effect 
on  the  result. 

It  is  of  interest  to  know  that  on  several  occasions  in  the 
history  of  the  nation,  New  York  state  has  been  the  determining 
factor  in  a  presidential  campaign,  the  pivotal  state;  in  fact,  with 
the  exception  of  the  campaigns  of  1868,  1876  and  1916,  no 
election  since  1856  has  gone  in  favor  of  a  party  that  has  not 
carried  New  York. 

The  term  "  Electoral  College  "  first  came  in  use  in  an  informal 
way  in  1821,  its  first  appearance  in  law  occurring  in  1845,  when 
Congress  passed  a  statute  which  empowered  each  state  to  provide 
for  the  filling  of  vacancies  in  its  "  College  of  Electors." 


The  Electors  of  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States,  chosen  at  the  General  Election  held  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  on  Tuesday,  November  2,  1920,  convened  pur- 
suant to  law  in  the  Senate  Chamber  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  City 
of  Albany,  on  Monday,  January  10,  1921,  at  twelve  o'clock 
noon. 

The  Electoral  College  was  called  to  order  by  Honorable 
John  J.  Lyons,  Secretary  of  State,  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

The  SECRETARY  OF  STATE:    The  meeting  is  now  in  order. 

Prayer  will  be  offered  by  the  Reverend  Bishop  Richard  H. 
Nelson. 

Reverend  Bishop  Richard  H.  Nelson:    Let  us  pray! 

Almighty  God,  Who  didst  lead  our  fathers  to  this  good  land, 
and  didst  guide  the  minds  of  those  who  framed  and  adopted 
the  Constitution  of  our  country,  we  beseech  Thee  to  bestow 
Thy  Divine  blessing  upon  these  Thy  servants  who  are  gathered 
together  here  to  register  the  vote  of  this  State  for  those  who 
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shall  be  the  next  President  and  Vice-President  of  these  United 
States.  Grant  that  they  may  perform  their  duty  faithfully  in 
accordance  with  Thy  will  and  with  the  will  of  those  whom 
they  represent.  And  we  further  beseech  Thee  to  pour  Thy 
abundant  blessing  upon  those  in  whom  the  executive  power  of 
this  Republic  shall  be  vested  that  they  may  perform  their  duties 
honorably,  wisely  and  justly  so  that  our  country  may  enjoy  the 
blessings  of  prosperity  and  peace  and  may  be  the  means  of 
extending  the  same  to  all  mankind. 

We  ask  this  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.  Amen. 

The  Secretary  of  State:    As  I  call  this  distinguished 

body  of  men  and  women  together,  I  cannot  help  but  feel  a  deep 
sense  of  gratification  in  having  been  elected  to  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary of  State  in  a  year  that  permits  me  to  thus  open  the  Electoral 
College. 

To  be  a  member  of  this  College  is  an  honor  that  can  come  to 
but  few  of  the  state's  millions;  to  act  as  representatives  today  of 
the  millions  who  cast  their  votes  last  fall,  is  an  expression  of 
explicit  faith  that  is  placed  in  you. 

The  important  place  which  New  York  state  occupies  today 
in  the  choice  of  the  nation's  leaders  is  familiar  to  you  as  electors. 
The  Republican  party  was  born  in  1856.  With  the  exceptions 
of  1868,  1876  and  1916,  the  political  history  of  this  nation 
reveals  that  no  election  has  ever  resulted  in  the  victory  of  a  party 
that  has  not  carried  New  York  state.  This  serves  in  a  measure 
to  show  the  power  which  our  state  today  wields,  a  power 
entrusted  to  you  as  electors,  and  which  brings  you  in  assemblage 
today.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  New  York  State 
Electoral  College,  we  are  glad  to  welcome  women  as  its  members. 

The  next  order  of  business  is  calling  the  roll.  The  Deputy 
Secretary  of  State  will  call  the  roll.

The  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  then  announced  that  the 
result  of  the  roll  call  showed  forty-four  members  who  answered 
to  their  names  when  called,  and  that  there  was  one  absentee, 
namely,  Virginia  M.  Bacon. 

The  Secretary  of  State:    The  next  business  of  this 

body  will  be  the  administration  of  the  oath.  The  Deputy  Secre- 
tary will  pass  the  oath  book  to  the  members  for  signature  and 
when  completed  I  will  administer  the  oath. 

Mr.  LAIMBEER:     Mr.  Chairman,  are  substitutions  in  order? 

The  Secretary  of  State:    Not  as  yet. 

Mr.  L.AIMBEER:    For  absentees? 

The  Secretary  of  State:    Not  until  you  are  sworn. 

After  the  signing  of  the  roll  the  oath  was  then  administered 
to  the  forty-four  members  of  the  College: 

We,  and  each  of  us,  do  solemnly  swear  that  we  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  and  that  we  will  faithfully  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office  of  Elector  of  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent according  to  the  best  of  our  ability ; 

And  we  do  further  solemnly  swear,  that  we  have  not  directly 
or  indirectly  paid,  offered  or  promised  to  pay,  contributed  or 
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offered  to  promise  to  contribute,  any  money  or  other  valuable 
thing  as  a  consideration  or  reward  for  the  giving  or  withholding 
a  vote  at  the  election  at  which  we  were  elected  to  said  office, 
and  we  have  not  made  any  promise  to  influence  the  giving  or 
withholding  of  said  vote,  so  help  me,  God. 

The  Secretary  of  State:  The  next  order  of  business  is 
the  nomination  of  a  temporary  chairman.  The  Chair  recognizes 
Mr.  Ellison  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Millard  H.  Ellison:    Mr.  Chairman,  it  gives  me 

great  pleasure,  following  the  precedent  of  years  in  this  State,  to 
name  as  the  Temporary  President  of  the  College,  Elector-at- 
Large  Otis  H.  Cutler  of  Suffern. 

Mr.  GILBERT  P.  VoORHEES:    I  second  the  motion. 

The  SECRETARY  OF  STATE:  Are  there  any  other  nomina- 
tions? If  not,  all  in  favor  of  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Cutler  for 
Temporary  President  signify  the  same  by  saying  aye.  Carried. 
Mr.  Cutler  is  now  the  Temporary  President  of  this  body  and  I 
name  Mr.  Wolf  of  New  York  and  Mr.  Beyer  of  New  York 
to  escort  Mr.  Cutler  to  the  Chair. 

(The  Temporary  President,  Mr.  Cutler,  was  thereupon 
escorted  to  the  Chair,  by  Mr.  Wolf  and  Mr.  Beyer.) 

The  SECRETARY  OF  STATE:  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  intro- 
duce Mr.  Cutler,  your  Temporary  President.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  OTIS  H.  CUTLER:  Fellow  Delegates,  I  thank  you 
sincerely  for  this  evidence  of  your  confidence  and  esteem. 

In  common  with  forty-seven  other  states  of  the  Union  we  are 
gathered  in  this  Capitol  today  from  all  sections  of  our  great 
Empire  State,  representing  the  Sovereign  people  who,  by  an 
unprecedented  vote,  have  given  us  a  mandate  on  their  behalf 
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to  choose  a  President  and  Vice-President  of  this  United  States. 
By  over  one  million  plurality  they  have  commissioned  us  to 
ratify  the  expression  of  their  will  at  the  November  elections  in 
the  choice  of  candidates  for  these  offices  and  in  the  restoration 
of  our  party  to  constitutional  government  over  the  American 
people. 

Thirty-six  sister  states  have  followed  the  proved  leadership 
of  New  York,  rolling  up  a  popular  majority  of  over  seven 
millions  in  the  Nation,  an  expression  of  confidence  and  faith 
heretofore  unequaled  in  political  history. 

Other  milestones  of  achievement  have  been  passed.  We  have 
abundant  reason  to  believe  that  the  future  of  the  Nation  is 
brighter  and  safer  because  of  women's  participation  in  political 
responsibility.  She  has  already  grasped  the  fact  that  there  is 
a  vital  bond  between  her  government  and  home  well-being  and 
is  ready  to  devote  her  thought  and  heart  to  the  service  of  her 
country.  We  have  physical  evidences  today  of  that  addition 
to  our  political  body,  our  body  politic,  in  the  presence  of  the 
fair  delegates  who  are  with  us. 

But  great  responsibilities  and  problems  heavy  of  solution 
accompany  the  popular  verdict.  History  will  record  of  the 
forthcoming  administration  either  a  great  political  achievement 
or  a  failure  serious  in  its  consequences  to  the  country  which  it 
serves.  The  times  demand  the  utmost  in  thought  and  action 
with  sacrifice  of  personal  interest  and  selfish  ambition  by  all. 
Following  the  great  war,  the  world  is  aflame  with  unrest  and 
uncertainty  of  governmental,  social  and  economic  conditions. 

Heavy  burdens  of  debt  and  taxation  confront  all  nations, 
and  with  the  apprehension  of  further  wars  removed  and  pro- 
ductivity restored  throughout  Europe,  there  would  still  be  deep 
responsibilities  resting  on  us  to  assist  creditor  nations  and  dis- 
tressed peoples  in  regaining  normalcy. 

At  home,  the  domestic  problems  might  well  discourage  the 
most  steadfast.    The  party  will  inherit  great  liabilities  and  dis- 
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organized  government  agencies  foi  meeting  the  heavy  war  debt 
and  general  extravagance  apparent  on  all  sides.  Billions  must 
be  raised  without  destruction  of  the  sources  of  revenue.  Ameri- 
can agriculture  and  industry  must  be  carefully  conserved  and 
developed  without  undue  sacrifice  of  foreign  trade  or  immigra- 
tion. Here  in  our  beloved  State  serious  problems  also  confront 
us  but  New  York  has  again  shown  her  quality  of  leadership  in 
selecting  a  Governor  whose  sterling  qualities  of  heart  and  head, 
whose  record  of  accomplishment  and  devotion  to  the  public 
weal,  give  assurance  that  our  State  will  be  the  first  to  demonstrate 
the  value  of  an  efficient,  economical  administration. 

Our  party  has  chosen  from  a  wealth  of  resources  leaders  and 
policies  which  inspire  the  American  people  to  confidently  expect 
the  dawning  of  better  days,  with  economy  and  efficiency  sub- 
stituted for  waste  and  incapacity  With  clear-sighted  construc- 
tive principles  of  national  safety  and  development  taking  the 
place  of  impractical  internationalism  and  with  the  party  of 
Lincoln,  McKinley  and  Roosevelt  presenting  new  leaders  for 
America's  protection  and  prosperity. 

Fellow  Delegates,  I  congratulate  you  on  the  personal  worth 
and  quality  which  have,  I  am  sure,  contributed  in  no  small 
degree  to  the  high  measure  of  confidence  your  fellow  citizens 
have  reposed  in  you,  and  again  felicitate  you  on  the  privilege 
that  is  yours  today  of  recording  the  Electoral  vote  of  our 
beloved  State  for  the  candidates  of  the  Republican  party  for 
President  and  Vice-President  of  these  United  States  —  Warren 
G.  Harding  of  Ohio  and  Calvin  Coolidge  of  Massachusetts. 
(Applause. ) 

The  Temporary  President:  The  selection  of  two 
Temporary  Secretaries  is  now  in  order.  Mr.  Drucker  is  recog- 
nized by  the  Chair. 

Mr.  Max  DRUCKER:  Mr.  Chairman,  it  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  nominate  Mr.  Richard  H.  Laimbeer,  Jr.,  of  Brook- 
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lyn  and  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Pratt  of  New  York  for  Temporary 
Secretaries  of  the  College. 

The  Temporary  President:    Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

you  have  heard  the  nominations  made  by  Mr.  Drucker.  Those 
in  favor  of  these  persons  named  for  Temporary  Secretaries  will 
signify  by  saying  aye.  Opposed,  if  any.  The  ayes  seem  to 
have  it.  The  ayes  have  it.  Will  the  persons  named  kindly 
come  forward. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  your  Temporary  President 
that  due  to  the  illness  of  his  fellow  delegate-at-large  that  dis- 
tinguished lady  is  unable  to  preside  over  your  deliberations 
today,  and  I  will  now  recognize  Mrs.  Koenig  in  order  that  the 
nomination  may  be  made  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

MRS.  SADIE  KOENIG :  Mr.  President,  as  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  College,  I  move  you,  sir,  that  Elizabeth  D.  Miller 
of  Syracuse  be  appointed  as  Elector-at-Large  in  place  of 
Virginia  M.  Bacon,  who  was  elected  a  delegate-at-large  but 
who,  because  of  illness,  is  unable  to  discharge  her  duties. 

Mr.  Alexander  Wolf:    I  second  the  motion. 

THE  TEMPORARY  PRESIDENT:  Are  there  any  other  nomi- 
nations? The  College,  I  am  informed,  is  required  to  take  a 
vote  on  this  question.    The  Clerk  will  proceed  to  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  result  announced  by  the  Secre- 
tary, there  being  forty-four  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  none  in 
the  negative. 

The  Temporary  Presi  DENT:  The  Secretary  reports  that 
the  ballot  is  unanimous  and  that  forty-four  votes  have  been  cast 
for  the  election  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D.  Miller  of  Syracuse  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Bacon.  The  Chair 
will  appoint  Mr.  McCarthy  of  Troy  and  Mr.  Davids  of  Queens 
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to  escort  Mrs.  Miller  to  the  Chair,  congratulating  her  at  the 
same  time  on  her  election.  (Applause.)  The  oath  book  will 
be  presented  for  Mrs.  Miller's  signature  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  will  proceed  to  deliver  the  oath. 

The  Secretary  of  State:    Do  you  solemnly  swear  that 

you  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  that  you  will  faith- 
fully discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Elector  of  President 
and  Vice-President  according  to  the  best  of  your  ability ;  and 
do  you  further  solemnly  swear  that  you  have  not  directly  or 
indirectly  paid,  offered  or  promised  to  pay,  contributed  or 
offered  to  promise  to  contribute,  any  money  or  other  valuable 
thing  as  a  consideration  or  reward  for  the  giving  or  withholding 
a  vote  at  the  election  at  which  you  were  elected  to  said  office, 
and  that  you  have  not  made  any  promise  to  influence  the  giving 
or  withholding  of  said  vote,  so  help  you,  God. 

To  which  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D.  Miller  responded,  "  I  do." 

The  Temporary  President:    Mrs.  Miller,  we  welcome 

you  to  the  Electoral  College  and  trust  your  distinguished  hus- 
band may  some  day  attain  national  honors.  (Applause.) 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  D.  M  ILLER:    Thank  you. 

The  Temporary  President:   The  next  order  of  business 

is  the  selection  of  a  Permanent  President.  Mr.  Bonbright  of 
Rochester  is  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

Mr.  George  D.  B.  Bonbright:    Mr.  President,  I  take 

great  pleasure  in  nominating  to  the  office  of  Permanent  Presi- 
dent of  the  College,  former  Governor  Benjamin  B.  Odell  of 
Newburgh.  (Applause.) 

The  Temporary  President:    Is  there  a  second? 
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Mr.  JOHN  D.  HlGGINS:  Mr.  President,  I  have  the  honor 
to  second  that  nomination. 

The  Temporary  President:  Are  there  any  further 
nominations?  If  not,  all  in  favor  of  the  selection  .of  Ex-Governor 
Odell  for  the  office  of  Permanent  President  will  signify  by 
saying  aye.  Contrary,  if  any,  no.  The  ayes  have  it.  The 
Chair  appoints  Mrs.  Koenig  of  New  York  and  Mr.  Allen  of 
Jamestown  to  be  made  Permanent  Secretaries  of  the  College. 

Will  the  appointment  be  ratified  by  the  College?  All  those 
in  favor  signify  by  saying  aye.  Contrary,  no.  Agreed  to. 
Will  the  persons  named  kindly  come  forward  to  the  desk  and 
assume  their  official  position? 

The  Chair  will  appoint  Mr.  Hahn  and  Mr.  Dalessandro  of 
New  York  to  escort  the  Permanent  President  to  the  Chair. 

The  Permanent  President   (Hon.   Benjamin  B. 

Odell)  :  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Electoral  College.  It 
is  very  gratifying  and  deeply  appreciated  by  me  at  this  indi- 
cation of  your  belief  in  my  ability  to  preside  over  this  distin- 
guished assemblage.  There  is  a  certain  solemnity  connected 
with  the  proceedings  of  this  College  that  is  not  given  great 
weight  by  the  majority  of  the  electors  of  the  country.  Indeed, 
some  people  believe  that  a  Constitutional  amendment,  or  such 
legislation  as  Congress  may  see  fit  to  provide,  should  be  imme- 
diately enacted  in  order  to  do  away  with  this  seemingly  useless 
action  upon  the  part  of  the  electors.  Like  everything,  however, 
that  our  fore-fathers  have  had  the  foresight  to  provide  against, 
there  are  times,  and  there  will  be  times  in  the  future,  when  the 
wisdom  of  the  retention  of  the  Electoral  College  will  be  fully 
demonstrated. 

We  meet  under  most  auspicious  circumstances.  I  was  read- 
ing the  proceedings  of  the  last  Electoral  College  when  the 
Electors  met  for  the  purpose  of  ratifying  the  vote  of  the  State 
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of  New  York  for  a  candidate  who  was  not  privileged  to  occupy 
the  great  office  of  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States.  Today 
there  is  a  different  result.  I  doubt  very  much  whether  any  of 
the  members  of  this  College  conceive  themselves  to  be  so  popular 
as  to  have  carried  the  State  of  New  York  by  the  unprecedented 
plurality  of  over  a  million  of  votes.  I  think  we  should  be  pretty 
proud  of  that  result. 

But  there  is  something  that  comes  to  us  beyond  the  mere  dis- 
charge of  our  official  duties.  We  are  representatives  of  a  great 
political  party,  and  parties  are  essential  in  a  Republican  govern- 
ment. It  is  up  to  us  not  alone  to  discharge  the  duties  of  casting 
our  votes  for  the  successful  candidates  of  the  Republican  party, 
but  to  take  upon  ourselves  an  additional  duty  in  all  the  various 
communities  and  in  our  various  walks  of  life  to  support  the 
administration  which  will  come  into  power  on  the  fourth  of 
March  under  such  extraordinary  conditions. 

The  Temporary  President  has  given  you  a  most  excellent 
address,  and  it  does  not  seem  to  be  incumbent  upon  me  as  Per- 
manent President  to  further  detain  you,  except  to  again  express 
my  thanks  and  my  hearty  appreciation  for  the  great  honor  you 
have  conferred  upon  me.  (Applause.) 

The  Chair  recognizes  Colonel  Dady  of  Brooklyn. 

Mr.  Michael  J.  Dady:  Mr,  President,  I  offer  the  follow- 
ing resolution:
